The 
failure of both the wheat. and: oat, crops. last. season,

lars, and the consequence is that the farmers of tho 
colony are hard-pressed for seed wheat for the 
coming season. Under these circumstances tho 
Board of Agriculture had determined to apply to the 
Government for a loan of £10,000 for the purchase of _ 
20,000 bushels of seed weat, for the use of the farmers 
of the colony, to be repaid in a twelvemonth, the 
resolution of the Board being stated in the sesh words :—~"' That 
the Government be requested to advance £10,000 to the Board of Agri- 
culture for twelve months, without interest, to enable the Board to 
purchase seed wheat, and dispose of it by sale to the farmers.” This 
pee of Government help, although not understood at home, appears to

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HIGH BOWLING AND ITS REMEDY. 
TO THR EDITOR OF “THE ILLUSTATED SPORTING NEWS,” 


Sir,—-Our old English pastime, cricket, continues uninterrupted 
through all our summer months, and to such skill do our batsmen 
attain, that it is very often a long time ina match before a ball, bowled 
according to the late rule, can find its way to the batsinan’s wicket, 
Now, we may bowl over the shoulder-we may, I can without hesita- 
tion say, throw the ball, as it is a difficult matter at times to see whether 
a ball is bowled or thrown, for the style of some of our bowlers so 
nearly approaches, in appearance, the latter, This mode of bowling— 
over the shoulder—is very dangerous, The ball, especially when the 
ground is hard, rises to such a height that often a black eye is the con- 
sequence ; und we may, I think, expect to see, before the cricket season 
is over, accidents of much more severe a character. Now, the more 
we bowl over the shoulder, the straighter we can bowl, as anyone on 
trying will flad; and perhaps this was one of the chief reasons why 
the rule was altered a short time since, in order that the bowler may 
have a better chance of finding the batsman’s wicket than he formerly 
had. The large scores of the present season show clearly that some- 
thing must be done to prevent their repetition another year, in order to 
shorten the matches, which I think can easily be done without altering 
the late bowling system. Four stumps right be substituted for three, 
and bowling no higher than the shoulder strictly adhered to, Our 
matches would be shortened—matches which take three days would be 
over in two at the outside, sometimes in one, for how many balls just 
spin by the wicket, not a hair's breadth off? Aska good bowler. ‘This 
arrangement would not favour one cricketer more than another, and I

“London and the Londoners,” .by an American. As will be seen, 

‘itis exceedingly far-fetched—worthy of the wooden nutmeg and 

‘fratricidal fraternity on the other side of the Broadway. 

‘ENGLISH FAIRPLAY’ AND THE ‘MANLY ART OF SELF-DEFENCE,’ 

“Perhaps somo apology or explanation is required for intro- 
ducing a subject so low as the pugilistic art into the pages of a work 
even of as humble pretension as this. 

“Tam writing of London and its inhabitants, and having heard 
80 much of the ‘manly art’ and of ‘fairplay’ amongst them, and 
having seen so much concerning the ‘art’ in respectable London 
papers, Londoners cannot consistently condemn me for giving a 
few words to the subjects of this chapter. Moreover, I am writing 

‘Of English people’ and should show the main points wherein they 
, differ im-manners and customs from others: 

»“Thave conversed with intelligent and well-educated English- 
‘men’ who have advocated the necessity of learning the art of self- 
defence to protect themselves from street ruffians, and in all un- 
. pleasant affairs in which circumstances may, and often do place men 
Who are willing, when unmolested, to conduct.themselves in a pro- 
_per manner, : 

» I would admit the fact that even the best disposed men cannot 

avoid sometimes getting into a row, but claimed that when such a 
misfortune was forced upon them, that they had the right to defend 
themselves without the aid of pugilistic science. 

““T--would then have to listen’ to arguments supporting the 
belief that éven street ruffians were entitled to ‘fair play,’ and 
that aman who will not, or does not defend himself from them 

‘« under the rules of the ring, acts in a cowardly manner, and is un- 
worthy of being called an Englishman. , 
: “ Supposing this science.was possessed by all, then there is no 
fair play’ init, for all men are not physically equal, but as it is not 
possessed by all’ and never will be, ‘fair play’ can have nothing to 
do with the art whatever, 

“If every man was a gentloman, there would be no uso in 
acquiring the ‘manly art.’ It is thon a science that depends on 
ruffianism and vulgarity for the necessity of supporting it, 

“ To many it may seem right that rules should be established by 
which Jow and ignorant people, who cannot reason, should settle 
the difficulties between them. 

The rules of the ring are well adapted for this in one way, for 

they prevent much harm being done to: the combatants; and for 
that reason such a way of fighting is cowardly, although English 
‘people do not think s0, and claim that any other way of fighting is 
‘cowardly except one exclusively their own. 
_ “The least cowardice is shown in an encounter in which thore is 
‘thé most danger, and there are many Birmingham bullies in the 
United Kingdom and in the Australian Colonies, ever anxious to 
pick.a quarrel with an unoffending -man, in order to exhibit their 
sclgnce. in the ‘manly art,’ who would have the sense to behave 
themselves, if in a country where they..were in danger of being 
killed by trying to indulge in their favourite amugement. 

“T only saw three fights in the: two years I resided on the 
gold-fields of California. Tivo of these fights were fatal, one of the 
combatants in each being killed, and in the other both men were 


dangerously wounded. 

“Tn Victoria, Australia, T have often sven, on the gold-fields, eight 
or ten fights in a day, originating through disputes over mining 
claims at a ‘now rush,’ and in the many hundred fights I have 
Witnessed there, I never saw anyone receive a greater injury than 
a black eye; yet Englishmen tell me that any other way of fighting 

Ge but that established by the rules of the ring.is cowardly, 
» ..“ Quarrelling and fighting is certainly vulgar, low business, with 
which gentlemen have nothing to. do; and many think for this 
, Teason that the subject: is unworthy of any consideration except 
from the low and yulgar, Thay are mistaken, Thieving is not 
respectable, and gentlemen are not guilty of it; but it is a subject 
that hus to be dealt with by respectable people, and so, should the 
~, ‘maanly art,’ until those who support it are taught that its manli- 
. ness consists in cowardice, which is common to a majority of 
mankind, and may, therefore, be considered by some as a manly 
feeling. 

“Englishmen have a great dislike, as every poople should have, to 
the use of a knife in a row, but this dislike with them amounts to 
proj udice, which is never guided by reason. 

“Ifa man in London should use‘a knifo in self-defence when 
violently assaulted, and wound his assailant, he would be very for- 
~ tunate if he did not get more than two years’ imprisonment ; but 
should a man without much provocation, strike another with a 
life preserver,’ he probably would be fined two pounds, unless the 
Man was killed, and then for the crime of manslaughter he would 
receive about the same term of imprisonment as the man who had 
‘only ‘wounded another with a knife. A. ‘life preserver’ is as 
dangerous a weapon as a knife, and perhaps more so; yet the 
English are not prejudiced against the use of them as they are 
of knives, The reason of this is, that ‘life proservers’ and Toaded 
Whips aré English weapons, and knives are not, 

Englismen profess a great love for fair play, but if the feeling is 

genuine they often have a strange way of showing it, 
ii Often & bully, with a little knowledge of the science of‘ self- 
defence,’ wishing to exhibit that science to an admiring crowd, will 
insult and abuse some quiet, well-disposed, and ignorant person 
a bg i!

“* Fair play is a jewel,’ but it should not always be given to the 
wrong and strong. The weak and well-disposed are supposed to find 


‘fair play’ in a court but they do not. A paltry fine paid by a 


bully is no satisfaction to the one he has injured, 


ATHLETIC SPORTS. 


GERMAN GYMNASTIC FESTIVAL. 


Tue Turnverein, or German Gymnastic Society, founded in 1861, held its 
annual festival on Wednesday, in the grounds of the Crystal Palace. From 
small beginnings the body has steadily grown in prosperity and influence, 
gathering round it other societies of a kindred character; and a spacious hall 
is now being built at King’s-cross for the accommodation of the rapidly in- 
creasing number of members who join in the athletic exercises directed by Mr. 
E. G, Ravenstein. Last year the feats of trained strength and agility were 
performed in very unfavourable weather. This was by no means the case on 

ednesday last, for the rainy clouds which at midday loured upon Sydenham 
dispersed before the commencement of SS lle The balloon-ground, near 
the space at the end of the broad walk, where Messrs, Strange and Pulleyn are 
erecting a circus, which is to open next Monday, was roped round and prepared 
for the trials of skill in climbing, vaulting, hand-swinging, jumping, and other 
exercises. 

The “tourners” met at half-past two inthe northern wing of the Palace, and 
marched down to the balloon-ground, preceded by the, band of the Coldstream 
Guards. The intending competitors were much more numerous than at last 
year's meeting, and the crowd surrounding the trial space was at least twenty 
times as great. The members of the council, who had previously assembled in 
a pavilion, where the cups and other prizes were displayed, were Mr. Raven- 
stein, Mr. Winter, Mr. Hartzen, Mr Seelig, Mr. Luntz, Mr. Wagner, Mr. Bolle, 
Mr. Oppler, ;Mr. Zentgraf, and Mr..C. Trubner. Tho first-named of these 
gentlemen, who was attired in his white practising suit, mounted a 
platform and addressed the assembly in German and in English. With 
the exception of an emphatic protest against “the slanders that had 
been cast upon the German name,” the speaker judiciously 
refrained from political allusions, The shout of ‘ Gutheil" was loud 
and hearty at the conclusion of his address; and the naastic troop, having 
been formed in order, were put through a short drill. it should be explained, 
for the sake of excusing « little uncertainty which was apparant here and 
there, that, the contest being open to all comers, many were strange to the 
exercises in which they were cafled upon to take part. It is also necessary to 
mention that o peculiar and, in the main, a wise rule of the society militated 
against the chances of thosa competitors who were versed in some special 
exercises, but notin all. With a view to promote a general and, therefore, 
complete knowledge of gymnastics, the Deutscher Turnverein impose on their 
members the obligation of practising every athletic feat; and the prizes 
were given yesterday, not for the highest proficiency in separate depart- 
ments, but for the greatest aggregate number of marks obtained in 
going through the entire course. Splendid perfection of: training and skill 
was shown by many young men who were, nevertheless, disqualified from 
winning distinction at the hands of the council. For this reason, some few 
who joined in one or more of the trials declined to compete on the terms of 
the gathering. Conspicuous, for instance, in exercises. on the horizontal bar 
was young Mr. Mayall, son of the photographer, his wonderful evolutions being 
loudly applauded by the spectators ; but he took no part in the other trials. 
Another prominent gymnast was Mr, Richard Eaton, a finely-developed young 
man, member of the Athletic Society of Liverpool. He, however, entered 
more fully into the prescribed exercises; and, having shown himself one of 
the’ best climbers on a loose rope, and nad made goodly number of marks 
by other muscular displays, showed himself a marvellously fleet ruoner as 
well.as & powerful athlete, The foot-races: came off on a roped course which 


‘ 


encircled the cricket ground, and which gave.o distance of exactly six hundred 
yards, The competitora were told off in, squads from the balloon-ground, so 


that the racing did not interrupt the other sports. Mr, Raton, in starting with 
four or five other runners, husbanded his strength ind wind, and was content 
to. keep na third place till half round the course, when he went coolly ahead, 
winning with the utmost ease, and accomplishing the 600 yda in Imin 18sec. 
But even this tremendous pace waa’ beaten by Mr, Stanniland, whose thin wiry 


frame had been observéd in leading feats on the. balloon-ground, where he had 


made the astonishing high leap of, six feet anilan inch, in» spite of: the ground 
being slippery. This same Mr. Stanniland ran the 600 yds in lmin lésec. . Ono 
of pa elec of the Council, Mr. Zentgraf, shone particularly in exercises 
‘on the bar, 

At half-past six the distribution of prizes’ took place on the concert-room 
orchestra; and choruses were sung by the members of German singing societies, 
Later in the evening the members and friends.of the Deutsches Turnverein sat 
down to a banquet in the south wing dining-room.

THD TRENT ¥FIS 3 
A MEETING of proprietors of fisheries, on. the river Trent was held 


the 


_ on Thursday last, July 7, at the house of the Speaker, Palace-yard, 


Westminster, There were present, Earl Manvers, the Speaker, Sir 
Charles Anderson, Sir Robert Clifton, M.P., Mr. Foljambe, M.P., Mr. 
Hutton, Major Scott, Mr, Childers, Mr. Vere, Mr, Charlton, Mr. 
Ffennell (Government Inspector of Fisheries), Mr. G. P. Ffennell, Mr. 
F. Buckland (late 2nd Life Guards), Mr. ‘Thomas Worthington, and 
Major Morland Hutton. z : : : 

After a lengthened conversation, in which the necessary points were 
discussed, it was proposed by Earl Manvers, and seconded by Mr, 
Hutton (‘That an association of thé lower proprietors be now formed 
and amalgamated with the association already formed in Derbyshire, 
consisting chiefly of upper proprietors, for the preservation of fish in 
the river Trent and its tributaries to bo called‘ The ‘Trent Fishery 
Association.” OMe 

Two letters. were read by Mr. Worthington from the Duko of 
Devonshire, declining the office of president but accepting that of 
patron, his Grace's reasons for declining the presidency being that a 
propre who had more real and substantial interest in the salmon- 

shery than he had in the rivres Derwent and Wye should be appointed 
to that office. 

Mr. Ffennell stated that Lord Vernon had nine miles of most ex- 
cellent breeding water in the river Dove, and that his lordship was 
about, at his own cost, to put up a ladder, to be approved of by the 
Home Office, at Sutbury weir, near the junction of the rivers Trent 
and Dove, 

After some conversation, it was unanimously agreod that Lord 
Vernon be requested to accept the office of president of the joint 
association,

A SALT WATER POND. 

In Carew’s “ Survey of Cornwall,” we have a curious account of a 
pond of salt water stocked with many different kinds of fish, Richard 
Carew, who was @ quaint, bunt, nevertheless, a shrewd observer of ani- 
Mated nature thus describes it:—. _ cel At: corneal, Ane 

“There lieth a creek of oaze, betwee two hills, which deliver-. 
ing a little fresh rillet into the sea, receiveth for recompense

deepened to a pond by casting up part of tha onze to tha’ heads, 
part to the middle, and part to the sides, The upper head stoppeth 
out the fresh water, the lower keepeth in the salt; L 
anisland forthe workmen's ease, the owner's pleasure and the fishes 
8uccour,, The oaze thus advanced within short space, though the 
sun and wind changeth his former softness to ® firmer 
hardness, Round about the pond thero is pitched a frith [probably a 
chevaux-de-frise of brambles] of three feet in height, sloped inwards, 
to bar any otter from issuing, if he there adventure his natural theft, 
48 it would foreclose his entrance, but lose the pastime of his hunting 
if the same declined outwards.

On returning to Dungloe he gave himself 
up to the constabulary. Ross's body was wrapped up in the foresail, 
and carried nome from the mill croek by his neighbours and: friends. 
On the 29th ult. Mr. J. Meredith Evans, coroner, held an inquest, and 
the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental death,” acquitting Ross's 
unhappy friend of all blame.

They are all heavy smokers—the women worse, I think, than the 
men. The pipes they smoke have bowls about twice the size of our 
common clay pipes; and when they are. out of their mouths—not 
very often—some of them, stick them into a hole in the lobe of 
one of their ears, kept vacant. for this purpose. They almost 
all wear ear ornaments—either the valued green tale or shark's teeth. 
You may see a woman buying a huge and expensive crinoline, which 
she must put on immediately, while her companion has nothing but a 
blanket wrapped round her. I saw a Maori stalking down to his canoe 
with a pair of brilliantly-polished Wellington boots worn above his 
trousers. But these extravagancies are confined to the lower class of 
Maories, the higher class, many of whom are as fair as Italiana, dress 
quite like Englishmen, No Maori dare go about the streets at night, 
and no one is allowed to sell drink to them. But they often get the 
liquor by standing treat to some pakeha or white; and the humiliating 
spectacle is sometimes secn of a barbarian, his tatooed face made doubly 
hideous by his condition, taken helplessly drunk to the police office.

Mr. Cohen appeared for Cooper (the plaintiff), Mr. Prentice for the 
Regatta Committee, ‘ , 

Mr. Joshua Bagnall (cross-examined): Mr. Crawhall was a member 
of the committee, to the best of his belief, but he never alluded to his 
being so. He denied having consented to be on the committee.” At 
the adjourned meeting no witnesses~were-called except Cooper, 
Chambers, and Kelley. Kelley left his.own boat, pot on board a water- 
man’s skiff, and went on board the steamer to clafm a “foul.” “The rule 
on the Tyne is that a foul shall be claimed within an hour. fo 

Re-examined: There is no rule in the north that a man must claint a! 
foul before he gets out of his boat. There is no established rule in 
boat racing that the claim must be in writing. Itis sometimes so, 

Mr. Smith: I have been umpire at several races. I have been nm- 
pire where there has been a committee. The umpire decides the ques- 
tion of foul if the claim is made.’ The umpire decides and not thetom- 
mittee. I don’t recollect any such clause as the 6th. That does not 
mean that questions of foul shall be decided by the committée and 
not by an umpire. It is always expected that a man shall make a” 
claim of foul from his boat. t know no established rule that when 
there has been a foul the race shall be rowed over again. Ihave never 
been present at races in the north. : 

Cross-examined: I am hon. secretary to the Thames Subscription 
Club. The club has been frequently applied to for copies of their 
rules. I was umpire on the Thames. ’ 

Henry Kelly;'I rowed in the race on the Tyne. (Witness pointed 
out on a plan where the foul took place.) It was about four yards from 
the north bank, We had been rowing for about three-quarters of a 
mile. -Cooper was about three feet ahead of me. He camé across my 
bow from the south to the north. We laid a little while.’ I lifted one 
seull, -T pulled my scull and lifted it over Cooper's head, and that 
took my boat to the north. Through ‘the foul, my boat was pointed ‘so 
far to the north that I got near the Annie. Cooper then’ shot ahead of 


me. Chambers was about four lengths behind, close in. to ‘the 
north bank. I told’ Chambers’ to pull his left hand, or he 
would have been in the piles. He ‘then passed me. Cooper's ~ 


fouling me threw me out of my course, and* prevented mo 
winning the race. It affected me by sending my boat straight to the 
north, and I Jost my water. I was out of the race after the foul, . It 
prevented me winning. I claimed the foul in my own boat.’ I went . 

‘I stopped till: he boat came up, and claimed a foul, 
I got into another boat—a waternian’s skiff—and claimed ‘it off My. | 
Pringle. It isa rule to claim a foul of the committee, and therefore, T 
claimed it of Mr. Pringle. I went before the committee at the adjourned 
meeting and claimed tho foul Cooper fouled me." I claimed it as a 
wilful foul, and I stated my case. declined to row again if Cooper 
was allowed to row, I know something of regattas on the Thames, 
The umpire decides the fouls. I asked the committee, because I. had 
reason to believe the committee would apply to the umpire. | 

Cross-examined': On tho ‘Thames the committee decide, The umpire 
refers to theni, but it is not usual on the’ Thames for the committee to 
accompany the boats. I'thought it was rowing under the established 
rules; such as the Thames, &c 
committee that Cooper had won. It was considered an accidental foul, 
and therefore the race was to be rowed over again. ' ie Py 

Re-examined; The committee decided on the steamboat as to the 
second race, Spee . 

Robert Chambers: I am champion of England in boating, and liye at 
St. Anthony’s, I remember the foul between Cooper and Kelley. It 
was, | think between the Gas House and Clasper’s. Boat, House, 
heard shouts from the shore saying, go on Chambers, they have fouled ; 
but Isaid very little about it, ‘The race went on, and Kelley and 
Cooper being divided, Kelley came. towards me and pressed 
me into’ the piles. My scull. struck the post. Cooper was 
then ahead, followed by Kelley. I was inside. was stopped by a 
boat in the river, and went past Kelley at the Meadows House, Cooper 
was then one or one and a half lengths in front of me. I went, up to 
Cooper on the south side; but could not get by him. I tried. him on 
the north side, but failed. He was about six feet ahead of me when we 
gotin. After the race I turned round and told Cooper he had made a 
fine job of it, that he and Kelley were both out of the race. I went on 
board the steamboat and claimed the race. I went to the committee 
and claimed it, inasmuch as Cooper and Kelley having fouled, the raco 
was mine, I attended the adjourned meeting, and still claimed the 
race. I had a case with Cooper and Lumley for the Tyne Cup. Clasper 
claimed for me. One of the committe on that occasion told me that I 
had won the race. In the Manchester and Salford Regatta the com- 
mittee decide—at Durham I'cannot say how it is; but I. understood 
before [rowed at Newcastle that tha committee were to decide. 

Cross-examined: In the regattas in which I have rowed before I do 
not remember whether there was an umpire ag well as a committee. 
On the, Thames there are two umpires and a committee... I do not 
know what the gestablished. rules means. The umpire's duty is to 
report to the committee, and not to decide himself. The committee 
I have rowed about.108 races alto- 
gether, 

Re-examined: I find there is a differenee in boat-racing rules on 
diferent rivers, My impression was that the committee had to de- 
cide. 

Henry Clasper thought that many of the special rules were not of 
much use, The committee must decide. All power was in their own 
hands. Had been to Manchester and Salford Regatta, and Durham 
Regatta, The practice there was for the committee to decide. ‘ho 
rules produced were admitted as copies of printed rules handed to Mr. 
Denman. He does not remember claiming a foul for Chambers in the 
Tyne Handicap, The whole of the race could not very well be seen. 
Could not decide every point. It would be bad to tell at the finish. 
He was requested to take the office of umpire and starter, and was 
instructed what the duties would be, He rowed ‘himself in the race, 
and that was the reason why he did not take the office of starter aud 
umpire. 

Oross-exariined : Had not been at several races. where there was @ 
committee and umpire. The committee decide in Neweastld as. in, 
London, In London, if the umpire makes it clear to the committee, 
the committee decides. If he cannot, then the committee decides also. 
There are different rules at Newcastle to those of London, The 
committee take a steamboat and go with the umpire and see with him, 
A good umpire on the paddle-box with glasses. ought to-be able to see 
better than five or sixof the committee men. He would. rather prefer 
Oldham as umpire. He knew he (Oldham): was made umpire, but not 
put there to judge..
